A Letter from One of Gettysburg's Boys. 


The following letter has been received 


by Mrs. Charles RIcCullough, from h er 
son, Albert. 


ON" BOARD TKOOPSIUP TAKTAK, \ 


At Sea, Mov. 1, 18110. J 


PKAK MOTHER, 


As I had a little time to-day I thought 


I would write a few lines to inform you 
how I am getting along at sea. I mailed 
you a letter from "Frisco," the day we 
left, Wednesday, Oct. 25th, and 1 suppose 
yon received it before now. Well, we got 
aboard the ship on the above date, and, 
after lying in the harbor nil night, passed 
out through the "Golden Gatu", in the 
morning, receiving patting salutes from 
the forte. I must tell you something of 
the "Tartar."—our ship. 
Ifc is an Eng- 


lish vessel but flies the flag of the U. S. 
at the fore and the British flag aft. It has 
sleeping accommodations for 1000. 
The 


bunks are made of wire, are nice and soft 
and are arranged three high. 
But tbe 


meals—shades of "embalmed beef"—they 
ate something fierce. About the only 
thing that is "all right" IP the soup ; and 
right here i want to tell you something 
about the way in which we are fed. Two 
Companies "lineup",—one on each .side 
of tbe mast—for "mess", the ship running 
along nicely till the ''mess call" is sound- 
ed, then you would think she was trying 
to turn upside down, and, quite naturally, 
everything flies. "We get a sea biscuit for 
breakfast, hardtack for dinner and for 
supper biscuit. 


We have on board seven women nurses 


and eight or ten poatal clerkn, bound for 
Manila. Onr bont also carries, in addition 
to the legular crew, U7 Chinamen, 


With all the sea-sickness on board none 


of tho Adams county boys have been ef- 
fected yet ; as for my&ulf, I don't mind it 
at all. We expect to reach Honolulu to- 
morrow. The weather us very warm now 
and 1 will sleep ou deck to-night. 


Nov. 2nd, 4 T. M.—This is the hottest 


day \ve have experienced yet. 
We have 


crijsstfd the Tropic of Cancer anrl hope to 
sight land by to-morrow. "We all had a 
showei-bath to-day and it was enjoyed 
very much. Thia bath, we are told, may 
be a daily experience in this clirnatft. 


Xov. .ird, :-J P. M.—We sighted the IP- 


land of Hawaii at o A. M., and steamed 
into the harbor at S, American cities are 
''not in it" with Honolulu. It is beyond 
description and easily up-to-date in every- 
thing. Fruit of all kindb and of the finest 
quality is here in the greatent abundance. 
All sorts of people may be seen here, nig- 
gers mostly, and ot this hitter class we 
htuti quite a nnrrber "coaling up'1 our 
vessel, i don't know when we will leave, 
to-moirott possibly. We \\onld have made 
bettei time, to thi« port, but sailing, aa we 
are, in a fleet, with some slow boats in 
(he number, our progress is somewhat 
hampered, I will \\ritu again before we 
leave this place if 1 get time. Hoping 
thi« mav /hid everybody well, and with 
love to [ill 1 will close for thip time.

I work was a. dull meaningless word to

Directors' Meeting. 


The 
meeting of the 
Directors was 


held in Meade School Building Tuesday 
morning. It was opened with prayer by 
Rev. W. S. Van Cleve, after which an or 
ganizatioa was effected as follows: Presi- 
dent, Calvin Hamilton, of Gettysburg; 
Secretary, A. M. Loobbaum, of Franklin 
township. 


After the roll call, which showed 48 Di- 


rectors prtpent, Supt. H. M. Roth address 
ed the body, offering them a few sugges- 
tions. 


The discussion of the first subject, viz : 


"What Causes Should Be Sufficient to De- 
mand a Change of Text Bnoka" was then 
opened by Hon. R Wm. Bream and con 
tinned by Calvin Hamilton. 


Mr. Bream said m part: "I believe that 


there should be very few changes in text 
books, and that thr Directors should be 
the judges. No book ought to be adopted 
unless it be kept revised and ia up to-date. 
Furthermore, it is a question now whether 
we do not already have too many books. 
We should never allow ourselves to be 
bribed in the selection of new books and 
under no circumstances should manuals be 
changed without just cause." 


Mr. Hamilton agreed with Mr. Bream 


in alt his remarks and added that he should 
not like to see the old system of teaching 
brought into the schools. 


Mr. Hamilton then took up the discus- 


sion of the second topic, viz: "School 
Visitation by Directors." 
He said that he 


believes that Directors do too little visiting 
schools, and thinks it would be wise for 
a part of the Directors to take their turn 
in this duty. 


H. A. Smelser, of Arendtsville, eaid he 


thought many Directors neglected their 
duty ; that their visits weie a source of 
help to the scholars. 


Air. Bream said that he considered the 


topic an irnpoitaiit one, and he believed 
that Directois were negligent in the mat- 
ter. 
He said that by visiting the schools 


the Directors could find wmch of the 
teachers were alive to their work arid 
which ones are not. 


Moses M. Black, of Menallen, also spoke 


on the subject. 


Frank A. Cromer, of Cumberland town- 


ship, suggested that Directors visit the 
schools individually, if not in a body, and 
that no teacliei should be employed who 
was not alive to his work.

TEACHERS' INSTITUTE. 


This Proceedings of the Various Sessions— 


Ruports of Committees-General Business — 


An Interesting and Profitable Session. 


The following is a report of the proceed- 


ings of the Teachers' Institute since last 
Tuesday morning, the proceedings oi Mon- 
day having been noted in our last issue-. 


The session on Tuesday morning was 


opened with singing and devotional exer- 
cises led by Rev. G. M. Glann. He re- 
peated the 16th Psalm, led the Institute in 
repeating the 23d Psalm and offered prayer. 


Prof. A. B. B. Van Ormer, of Pennsyl- 


vania College, was introduced. He took 
as his subject, "Neglected Phases of the 
Mind." 


Dr. Eckels, of Shippensburg State Nor- 


mal School, the second speaker of the 
moruiug, presented ttie subject, "Interest 
iu th? School," from two tt.iudpoinls, that 
of the teacher and that of the scholar. 
The interest of the latter he characterized 
as spontaneous aud rational. 
Liis address 


was instructive and interesting to tbe 
teacheis. 


Alter singing, led by Prof. Lindsay, 


Superintendent Coughlin, of WilUeaburre, 
spuke ou "Mistakes iu Teaching." Tue 
speaker left a useful thought with the 
teachers iu illustrating the difference be- 
tween "goiug" aud ''driving." His sub- 
net was given under the topics—mistaken 
ouudutioiis, mistakes iu distinguishing 
oetwueu means aud ends, mistakes in put- 
ting system above the children, and inis- 
,akes in discipline. 


duperiuteudent Roth then 
introduced 


Dr. Tlieo. B. NOJS, Principal titate Nor- 
mal School ut California, Pa., who spoke 
ou ''Things to Emphasize," his remarks 
having reference largely to the teacher in 
he ungraded schools.

. joint session of Teachers aud Directors. 


After singiug Prof. Roth introduced 


Prof. R. M. McNeal, Institute Instructor, 


f Harrisburg. 
Hia subject was "Oppor- 


unity and Responsibility." His addreab 
hiefly impreaeed upon Directors the re- 
pousibilitiea of their oflice. 
He spoke ol 


he duties of Directors, putting first among 
beiu their duly iu the selection of teach- 
irs. 


Superintendent Coughlin followed in an 


'Address to Directors and Citizens." 
He 


ailed the attention of Directors to th*- 
Compulsory Attendance Law, the law reg- 


lating the teaching of physiology and 
hose laws relating to the contagious di- 
eases. He spoke also of public libraries 
ud township high schools. 
Dr. Eckels then camn before the Insti- 


ute with the topic "Arnold of Rugby." 
Che address was largely biographical. 


Dr. Nosa occupied the last period, spesk- 


ng upon "Some Things J?rom the German 
choola " Hb referred to the compulsory 
tteudaane in ttieui, to the requirements 


f thoee schools aud to the training oi 
eachers. 


Ou Tuesday evening Xavier Hall wap

Institute was called to order by Prof 
uth, and Prof. Lindsay led in the singing 
"0 Love Divine " 
Rev. 
W. y. R. Ashmead, of the Episcn- 


al church, iu conducting the devotional 
:erjisfS, read from the llitn chapter of 
iho aua offered prayer. 
After music Prof. Roth introduced Dr. 


O. L) te, of Millersville State Normal 


chool, who spoke on "Psychology." 
He 


reseated his subject under the topics—de- 
eneracy and immaturity. 
He said, iu eT 


cl, that the minds o( children must be 
eveloped iu thought, rather than crdin- 
mtd with facts ; that t,he interest of tin.- 
children should be aroused. The ways by 
which development of children is arrested 
iu ttie schools were rnecuioned, amonji 
which in the foimal teaching of too much 
of any one branch: Teachers should un- 
derstand whether the mind of the child it 
degenerate or immature and then they 


gnages." He first showed the real pur- 
pose of the Language lesson and then the 
relation of other Etudies to the study of 
language, illustrating from drawings, na- 
ture study, reading and writing. He said 
be considered the subject one of tbe most 
important and that it should occupy a 
prominent part in a Teachers' Institute. 
He closed by quoting from Scott's ''Lady 
o! tbe Lake." 


Prof. Lindsay then led in tbs singing of 


"Corne and Row." 


Prof. McNeal, the nest speaker, took 


for his subjact, "The Teaching Process." 
He first proved that the recitation is a test 
of the teacher's power as an instructor. 
He said the teacher must exercise tact to 
secure the cooperation of the parents and 
directors. He showed that tbe prepara- 
tion of individual recitations is necessary 
and explained the methods iu recitations. 
He closed by asking the teachers to make 
their recitations a. living, vital exercise 
and not a formal one. 


Dr. Noss then took up his topic, "Child 


Study," emphasizing chiefly the import- 
ance of the teacher's intereEt in the werk 
and in the pupil. He plead for a thorough, 
Christian tiaiuingaud said there should 
be no such thing as "so.wing wild oatj.'' 


Supt. Roth then introduced Dr. E. T. 


Jefters, of the York Collegiate Institute, 
whose topic was a Thanksgiving one, 
"The National Spirit." He said that the 
national spirit was to be commended; 
that there is not too much of it. He said 
that patriotism should bt- taught and that 
it could be taught by women even though 
they do not take an active part in national 
affairs. 
He said, .too, that patriotism 


ahould be taught from the nag, from tha 
lives of patriots and froui patriotic songa. 


Dr. Noss was the first instructor of 


tbe afternoon, his subject being "Mac- 
beth." He emphasized the importance 
ol tbe study of Literature. 


At the conclusion of Dr. Noss' Address, 


Mies Barnum, of Shippeusburg, rendered 
a vocal solo. She respouded to the en- 
core by singing a second selection. 


The Institute then sang "Red, White 


and Blue," at tbe conclusion of which Dr. 
Jeffers took up his theme, ''The Personal 
Element." In order to strengthen the. 
idea ol tbe personal element in education, 
he pictured the impossibility of a teacher- 
le£S school by explaining some things that 
it could never furnish—such as neatness, 
tone of voice and personal influence. 


Prof. Coughlin then spoke ou "Character 


Building." 
He spoke chiefly of tbe un- 


conscious forming of character. He also 
took the ground that teachers unintention- 
ally neglect the moral training of their 
pupils. He showed that respectful be 
iiavior and good manners are important 
elements iu one's bread winning career. 
He closed by impressing upon the teach- 
ers the importance of their sowing the 
aeed in character building and in placing 
oefore tue minda of their pupils ideala. 


can properly direct the growth of it. 


Prof. Lindsay, after making a strong 


plea for the study of music in the schools, 
led ia the aing,.ig, 


The second iui-'.rnctor of the morning 


was Dr. Noss, whoso subject was "What 
We Owe to Herbart." He spoke of .the 
occasional want of interest in the schools 
and bow the lack of interest begets the 
lack of attention ; lack of attention in- 
duces much repetition and diaconnectiou 
of facts. 
He spoke of method, connection 


in thought, selection, attention, appercep- 
tion, character and the end of education. 


After aiuging, Snpt. Coughlin took op 


the subject "Arithmetic" and spoke ol 
"the relation of language to arithmetic," 
the "preparation for thorough advanced 
work," and the "relation of concrete 
method to arithmetic." Supt. Coughlin, 
always practical, was especially interesting 
on this subject. 


Prof. McNeal spoke on the 
subject 


"School Government." 
He spoke of sev- 


eral classes of teachers —those who are 
natural disciplinarians, those who are 
forced disciplinarians and those who have 
no discipline. 
He mentioned aa aids in 


good discipline- "knowing the subject" 
aud "doing work skillfully." 


The afternoon seEsion was called to or- 


der by Prof. Roth, who made several an- 
nouncements, among them the change 
of program for the evenin g entertainment 
the Parker Concert Co. to take the place 
of the Chase Concert Co. 


Prof. McNeal then came before the In- 


stitute to complete his talk on "School 
Government." 
He emphasized the neces- 


sity of self-confidence, of school govern- 
ment, of a well-defined plan, of a favorable 
first impression and of self-government. 
He was followed by singing by the Insti- 
tute—"The Old Woter Mill." 


Dr. NJSS then took up the subject "The 


Joseph Story," and gave a full outline of 
this Bible character. 


Miss Sara Spaiigier, a member of the In- 


ftitule, sang a beautiful solo, entitled "Lit- 
tle Doris." 


Dr. Lyte, who apoke on "Who Are Re- 


sponsible for the Education of the Chil- 
dren," elated a truth when he said tbat a 
child's associates are largely responsible 
for its education, illustrating it by giving 
examples of intuition. 
He also spoke of 


the influence of books in the education of 
children. 


Supt. Coughlin 
took up his subject 


"Jfnovring by Thinking." Heeinphabized 
the fact that children are thinkers, and 
explained what is meant by "thinking," 
taking his illustrations from the poem 
"Maud Muller." 
He spoke, too, of the 


importance o' thinking things into classes 
after first noting refeinblancea. 
He spoke 


of the importance of comparison. 


Wednesday evening a large audience 


greeted the Parker Concert Co. iu Xavior 
Hall.

offering prayer. 


The Institute then sang ''I will Follow 


Where He.Leads," "Lest I Stray" and 
"When we Hear Thy Loving Voice." 


Supt. Roth then made bis annonnce- 


mfmts, after which Supt. Coughlin came 
before the Institute as the first speaker of 
tbe morning, taking for bit subject "Lw- 


Chaa. F. Underbill' in "Rip Van 


Winkle," and the Pennsylvania College 
Musical Clubs were the entertainers for 
Thursday evening. 
Mr. Underbill is a 


peerless impersonator. 
Both he and the 


.vlusical Clubs merited the generous ap- 
plause given.

After the calling of Institute to order 


by Prof. Roth, Rev. J. E. Kicffmau, ol the 
United Brethren church, conducted devo- 
tional exercises, reading the 4th chapter ol 
Proverbs and offering prayer. 


The Institute then sang "When We 


Hear Thy Loving Voice," after which 
Prof. Lindsay gave some instructions in 
the teaching of music. He insisted on 
teaching songs fii>t by rote when pupils 
cannot read tbe muaic. 
Ho showed the 


dborl.ness of time required by teaching a 
little song iu a minute. 
He then used the 


chart for lurther illustration ou Ihe scale, 
closing by singing "Solt Sighing Breezes." 


Prof. Cougbliti was the first speaker ol 


the morning. He took time to make cleai 
some points left unfinished from his pre- 
ceding talks, explaining iirst, questions 
upon hia talk on 'Arithmetic." 
He plead 


lor the study of arithmetic more from the 
concrete. 
He left aa a final lesson, "Never 


accept in the concrete anything tbat will 
admit of a sensible demonstration." 


Prof. 0. G. Klinger, of Penna. College, 


was then introduced. His general aubjeci 
was "A Glimpae of the Old Home." 
For 


the morning discussion he took as his 
theme, "How It Was Discovered." "The 
Old Home" he explained aa meaning that 
place that was the common home of peo- 
ples and languages. 
He presented the 


common origin by *-be use of an outline 
showing the different racea-and the lan- 
guage they used... 


Dr. S. A. Martin, Preaident of Wilson 


College, was then introduced. He spoke 
on "The Greatest Invention," meaning by 
it the "Art of Speech." 
He firet spoke of" 


the history, of the origin and use of words. 
He gave 4 classes of family names, as fol- 
lows : 1., Patronimics — Johnson, Jameson, 
etc.; 2, Occupation — Taylor, Smith, etc. ; 
3. Residence — Fields, Woods, etc ; 
4, 


Personal Peculiarities— Black, White, Lit- 
tle, etc. 


The afternoon session opened with sing- 


ing, after which Supt. Roth called for the 
reports of Committees.

FARM NOTES. 


DIFFERENT SUBJECTS UNDER ONE HEAD 


Nature restores soils to fertility by 


covering them 
The barren soil will in 


time support some kind of plant life, and 
each year will witness more plants aud 
greater growth 
The leaves of trees 


fall to the ground and serve to cover tbe 
goil, and in every cnse where growth 
c<ra be secured there is no bare soil 
It 


is when the giouud is coveied that 
the formation of humus occurs and the 
covering prefects the soil from the loss 
of plant food from rains, while the roots 
convert the mineral substances of the 
subaoil into soluble matter 


The co w will pay for what she receives, 


but she will not give something for noth- 
ing 
She may be well bred and capable 


of producing an unusual quantity of 
milk and butter, but she will not do so 
unless she is liberally supplied with the 
raw mateuals suitable for her purpose 


It is said that while thesheep is timid, 


yet it is the only animal that is made 
vicious by kindness 
This may not be 


true, but it is well known that it is the 
pef ram lamb that is ready to give battle 
to intruders m the pasture 
If a young 


ewe Umb is petted and taught to rome 
when called she becomes serviceable, as 
the other members of the flock will fol 
low her to the bamyard 
Some farmers 


raise a young ewe Umb at the bouse, 
turninc, it out with the flack when she is 
matured, and the practice saves labor. 


Ammonia is much lighter than the air 


and rises 
It coutams a large proportion 


of hydrogen, the lightest of all sub- 
stances, as well as nitrogen. Ammonia 
results from the decay or fermentation 
of the substances m the manure, and it 
is seldom tir-U it is not present in the 
heap 
Cold water absorbs it and when 


the odor of ammonia is easily noticed it 
will not be a mistake to force a crowbar 
into tbe heap in several places, and pour 
cold water into the holes, or the heap 
•bould be overhauled and plenty of ab- 
sorbent material added 


Careful stacking saves much loss of 


hay and straw 
But few farmers stack 


their hay, preferring to put it away in 
the mow, but straw is usually left out- 
side 
There is some skill required in 


stack ing straw so as to protect it, and it 
is more valuable if bright aud clean 
Cattle will pick over the straw even 
when well supplied with hay, and they 
will eat a large proportion of clean straw 
when they will not touch that which has 
become wet and mouldy 


Grain and vegetable foods are nourish 


mg and contain more of the elements to 
supply wants of human than does ani- 
mal food 
The mineral matter, protein, 


fat, sugar and starch can be found in all 
vegetable substances, while meat is 
sometimes deficient in both the fat, 
starch and mineral Bubatances. Horses 
perform heavy labor on corn oats, hay 
and grass, and even the meats are pro- 
duced from vegetable substances 


The admonition frequently given to 


elean the fence corners from weeds and 
rubbish mav be repeated at this season. 
as the needs have been touched by frost 
and are dead and dry 
They should be 


cleared out and burned 
Sometimes the 


work caa be done with a rake later iu 
the season, wben tbe snow covers the 
ground, it may be more difficult to ool 
lect rubbish aud bum it 
All material 


on the farm that h is no \aiue should be 
consumed, as by consigning such to the 
names manv insects will be destroved 
Rubbish and dead weeds make excellent 
harboring pi icea 'or Held mice

as they should be, jet they are exceed 
iugly rich m potf.sh and it \ ill pa> au 
euterpi wing tanner to buy them for fuel 
the ashes to be saved 
Corn hubks aie

prices are concerned 
Filled cheese has 


greatly injured the cheese mdustrj but 
theie are excellent openings tor iartners 
to co-operate in making cheese of uie 
best qualitj

sk'mmed from, ^ue milking, the next 
railkmg (.„' be left untouched, but the 
wi'Die milk fiom all the oiilkiugs should 
be used 
Taking time to properly cure 


the cheese is another point 
The desire 


to hurrv cheese to market is one of the 
causes of lack of quality 
I he European 


fancy cheeses brought to this market 
owe their excellence to_bamg well cured, 
and they bung high prices. Much of the 
chei? cheese is uuht for consumption, 
being indigestible because lacking in fat 
and also boing too "green " Cueesa is 
salable every month in tbe year, and it is 
sometimes dilhcult to get a first-class 
article.

plants see for himself the work of the 
microbes on the roots of plants

tine he will be unable to discover the 
microbes, but the evidences of their work 
will be plainly visible 
This refers to 


clover, beans, early peas, cow peas and 
other leguminous plants , but one must 
allow such plants to as closely approach 
maturity aa possible in order to derive 
the full benefit of the microbes 
They 


are capable ot deriving nitrogen from the 
atmosphere and storing it within the 
plant, which is a clear gain to tbe 
farmer
